Great Fire at Petroleum Centre 


tWO ACRE* BURNED OVER I 


Twenty-three Building* Dt*troy*d! 


MISS «T3.OOO ! 


An extensive and disastrous lire occurred at 


L'otrolcuni Centre night before last, the 23d Inst, 
Tlie fire broke out about 11 o'clock 1*. M., lu tbe 
Union Hotel, ou tbo west side of Washington 
street, the main thoroughfare ol tlio town. The 
alarm was promptly given and vigorous efforts 
made to extinguish the flames, but without avail. 
There was no luek of willing handi, but tbe only 
tire engine m town was without hose, the sup- 
ply of water at hand was wholly inadequate and 
the flimsy character o'f ihu "buildings offered no 
resistance to the rapid progress of the flamei.— 
PouHi of the liotel is an intervening .vacant apace 
of some two hundred and fifty feet, so that tho 
flre advanced no further In that direction, but 
ook tbo opposite course and swept everything 
before it up to Jefferson street, besides crossing 
0 tbe cast side of Washington street, aud laving 
n ashes about au equal number of stores aud 
shops on th nt side.

Some tweiity- 
hrce buildings wero destroyed, all frame, moat- 
y of the " balloon " pattern without cellars, and 
vlth few brick chimneys in Ibem. Some of them 
:osL thousands In the " flush " times but would 
Hell only hundreds now. 
Still it was the mcr- 


antllc portion of the town, aud throwing a hun- 
ired persons out of business and homes Is a sc- 
ore atllictlon to them. The loss Is put at about 
ittO.OOO or $75,000, and the total insurance will 
oot up to $25,150. Had the fire crossed Jefler 
on street under an unfavorable|wind, it would 
lave made a clean sweep to tho toll bridge, but 
iy covering tbe roofa and side of the house on 
ho corner of Jefferson street with cocoa matting, 
danketa and qniltf, and keeping them wet by 
forming a bucket line to the creek, the flames 
were arrested at this point. 


The origin of the fire is attributed to an incen- 


diary. Wo are informed that It broke out f-im- 
uUaneously in scvcial places in the Union Hotel, 
n the basement and up stairs, and that crude oil 
was found poured out on tho floor as If with de- 
sign. The parties having charge of Uie hotel, 
Edward Lane, the landlord, and John Raflerty, 
the bar-tender, were arrested on suspicion of 
"foul play," and n legal investigation was In 
[irogrefa ytiterday afternoon, before Justice 
Donaghc, Wm. W. Marshall, Esq., conducting 
the case on the part of the Commonwealth, and 
W. T. Oraham, Esq., for the defendants. No 
testimony implicating the accused had been de- 
veloped up to last accounts. The scene at the 
Arc'watt ono of wild excitement, distress and 
confusion, as In usual when men, women and 
children arc roused from tl-cir sleep at night by 
the fiiariling cry of Flre. Lots of goods and 
meicliandlso were saved from the flames only 
to l':ill into the hands of thieves and to bo spirit- 
ed away to hiding, places. This was especially 
tiic case with the clothing, liquor and cigar 
stores. We heard of one case, that of a half dis- 
tracted ehop-kccper who -.vas compelled t* see

The Wheat Crop* 


The new crop of wheat will come upon a mnr- 


,;et more bare than hna been experienced for a 
great many years. This being the case,.it is par- 
icularly pleasant to know that Iho growing 
-beat crop was never more promising. In some 
cctions the breadth of land planted was not as 
arjrc as usual, owing to the great tc.n city of 
ced, mi! there Is, nevertheless, a fair average of 
and under winter wheat, and if tho harvest turns 
>nt as well as it now promises, we shall have a 
arge yield. Tbe crop is of course still liable to 
ufl«r, but let It suffice for the present, that tbe 
irospccls are excellent and the season decidedly 
iivorable. 


Tbe accounts from almost every section of 


Maryland, Virginia and North Carolina, apeak of 
he prospect of u large crop of wheat. A Louis- 
'Hie paper says not only in Ohio and Kentucky,
